If anyone thinks the Northwest subur- 


ban schools arc on the verge of a teacher 
shortage, they should talk to the person- 
nel director of their local district — if 
they can find him underneath all the ap- 
plications. 


Most school districts In the area collect 


10 to 20 applications dolly from teacher 
hopefuls, most of whom are recent col- 
lege graduates. While Prospect Heights 
School Dlst 23 is at the low end of the 
scale, collecting about 8 applications per 
day, Scbaumburg Township School Dlst. 


54 attracts 40 to 50 applicants dally. 


Administrators expect the avalanche of 


applications to continue, despite pre- 
dictions of teacher shortages, or at least 
a subsiding of the teacher surplus, na- 
tionwide. 


"This is a very desirable area In which 


to teach," said James Rlcbock, person- 
nel director of Arlington Heights School 
Dlst. 25. "Maybe the surplus of the past 
few years Is slacking off in less desirable 
areas, but not here by any means." 


Rlebock hasn't even sent notices of po- 


sition openings to universities this year.

bracelets was announced yesterday by a 
woman in the state of Washington.

SHE ADDED that the Air Force

Calls for single auiJiority'for Chicago, suburbs 
Suburban mayors endorse single-transit idea 


Suburban mayors from the six-county 


metropolitan area voted Saturday to en- 
dorse tho concept of creating a single 
moss transportation authority for Chi- 
cago and tho suburbs. 


Tho endorsement came on a 15-to-2 


vole of tho mayor-members of the Subur- 
ban Mass Transportation Coordinating 
Committee, which has been meeting for 
more than a year to seek a solution to 
tho mass transit problem. 


Tho support of the single-district con- 


cept, actually, was a rcafflrmatlon of tho 
original statement of purpose tho group 
announced when It was formed. 


In restating Its purpose, the group 


adopted a resolution Introduced by John 
Walsh, candidate for mayor In Arlington 
Heights, who was Instrumental In form- 
ing the committee. 


During tho past year tho committee 


supported legislation introduced by State 
Sen. Bradley Glass, R-Northfleld, calling 
for tho formation of a district to include 
all tho six-county area, with the ex- 
ception of the area served by the Chi- 
cago Transit Authority (CTA). 


FEW, IF ANY, of the mayors believed, 


however, that separate transportation 
systems was tho ideal objective. 


Recognizing that approximately 90 per 


cent of all state and federal grants for 
mass transportation in Illinois were 
being routed to the CTA, the suburban 
mayors supported a dual system to help 
the suburbs attain a level footing with 
the City of Chicago and the CTA for 
funding. 


Tho original objective of the committee 


was to "strive for a single mass trans- 
portation agency for tho entire Chicago 
metropolitan area when such a concept 


becomes politically acceptable." 


The committee said It supported the 


one-agency concept when suburban areas 
could receive equal representation with 
Chicago, "but since a unified suburban 
approach to mass transportation is a 
necessary first step toward achieving 
this equality, the single-agency approach 
must wait until its political acceptance 
Increases." 


Saturday, Walsh called for the adop- 


tion of his resolution, stating, "A single 
agency for tho entire metropolitan area 
Is tho only right answer and any other 
action would bo a continued avoidance of 
facing the Issue." 


WHILE ENDORSING tho single-agen- 


cy approach, the mayors did not endorse 
any of several pieces of proposed legisla- 
tion that incorporate the concept.

For many Northwest suburban resi- 


dents, phoning tho police will soon be- 
come a matter of dialing a centralized 
dispatching number serving a group of 
several suburbs. 


And the policeman who arrives In re- 


sponse to the call will be equipped with a 
portable police radio. 


But three Northwest suburban commu- 


nities — Dos Plaines, Wheeling and 
Schaumburg — aren't going along with 
Iho new central dispatching system, or 
new voluntary assignments to share ra- 
dio frequencies. 


As a result the three will find It diffi- 


cult to receive federal funding for any 
portable radios, should they decide they 
need them. 


The plan assigning towns to new, 


shared-frequency networks was prepared 
by the Illinois Institute of Technology Re- 
search Institute. Adopted last November 
by the Chicago-Cook County Criminal 
Justice Commission, the plan Is to be im- 
plemented by an advisory board of sub- 
urban police officials. 


FOR SEVEN of the 10 Northwest sub- 


urbs the plan means a solution to the 
vexing problem of jammed airwaves. 


Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect, 


nnd Elk Grove Village have already be- 
gun using one of the new ultra high fre- 
quency assignments under the plan In a 
central dispatching operation. 


Yet 
DCS Plaines, Wheeling and 


Schaumburg officials said they fear the 
switch In frequencies outlined In the plan 
would result In poorer communications 
than they have currently. 


Dct Plaines today has a frequency all 


to Itself. Under the plan the city would 
share a frequency with two other police 
departments. 


"It would be a step backwards in 


terms of communications efficiency," 
DCS Plaines Police Chief Arthur Hlntz 
said of the proposal. Yet ho sold he 
would not actively oppose shoring a cen- 
tral dispatch system with Park Ridge 
and Roscmont. 


"We'll probably have to eventually and 


if tho central dispatch1 Is set up here in 
Des Plaines, wo could handle It with 
little difficulty. 


"Our own frequency was hard to get 


and since we've gotten It, not only has 
our load been cut considerably but the 
time wait for getting messages through 
to the cars Is zero," Hlntz said. 


Ho said with a central dispatch system 


he believed the time wait to get a mes- 
sage on the air could be as long as eight 
to 12 seconds. 


THE IITRI STUDY said Wheeling 


would have on average wait of 19 sec- 
onds to get a message on the air under 
the new assignment, as opposed to a wait 
of more than a minute under current 
conditions. 


Wheeling has shared a frequency with 


nine other suburbs recently, and would 
share two frequencies with six North 
Shore suburbs under the IITRI proposal. 


Roger Strieker, Wheeling's director of 


public safety, said Wheeling might be 
better off simply staying with Its current 
frequency. When other towns leave that 
frequency (as Arlington Heights nnd 
Mount Prospect already have) only 
Wheeling and Elgin will remain. 


Strieker said Wheeling recently bought 


a new communications console which is 
incompatible with a centralized dispatch 
system. Even with federal funding, ho 
said switching to the new network would 
cost more money and would be of no ser- 
vice to the village. 


87% of court cases involve 
traffic, parking tickets 


Traffic arrests and parking tickets 


made up 87 per cent of the cases filed In 
the Cook County Circuit Court last year, 
Court Clerk Matthew J. Danahcr has re- 
ported. 


Both civil and criminal case numbers 


declined during the year while parking 
tickets Increased. Danahcr said. 


"Traffic matters are playing an In- 


creasingly larger role In the operations 
of the court system." Danahcr said. 


While he said coses involving traffic or 


parking tickets in Chicago and moving 
violations In the suburbs make up 87 per 
cent of the cases filed, Danahcr noted 
the number of actual court hearings Is 
weighed la favor of civil and criminal 
cases other than traffic. 


HE SAID ONLY a few thousand of all 


the parking tickets involve a court hear- 
ing and most other traffic matters are 
concluded in one or two hearings. 


Civil mitten, especially the more 


complicated ones, frequently require a 
dozen hearings before they are com- 
pleted. 


Danahcr also sold 4,914,873 coses were 


filed during the year and court revenue 
Increased 6 per cent from $33.4 million to 
J84.S million. 


The Increase In revenue was due to a 


$3,7 million ball bond fee collection which 
was distributed to Cook County during 
1972 at the conclusion of a three-year 
court test of the constitutionality of the 
ball bond fee system., Danaher said. The 
$3.7 million represented three yean In- 
come to the county. 


Other statistics released by Danahcr 


revealed the number of civil cases de- 
clined 2.S per cent while the number of 
felony criminal cases increased 10.5 per 
cent Juvenile coses dropped 13 per cent 


SUBURBAN TRAFFIC and criminal 


cases Increased 5 per cent, Danaher 
said. Revenue distributed to suburban 
c o m m u n i t i e s during the year was 
$3,340,563 in 1972 compared to $3,355,819 
in 1971, Cook County revenue increased 
from $12.256,921 In 1971 to $15,288,040 In 
1972 as a result of the ball bond fees. 


The number of civil cases filed in the 


chancery-divorce division and the law di- 
vision increased while the number of 
cases filed remained constant in the pro- 
bate division. The number of cases filed 
In the county division and In all six of the 
dty and suburban municipal districts de- 
clined, Danaher said. 


SCHAUMBURG POLICE Chief Martin 


Conroy was less vehement in his opposi- 
tion to the plan than either Strieker or 
Hintz. 


Schaumburg now has a radio frcnqncncy 
to itself since Elk Grove abandoned Its 
shored frequency to join with Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect. The crimt- 


• nal justice commission study said both 
Elk Grove and Schaumburg would go 
from a wait of almost three seconds to 
an average wait of more than five sec- 
onds under the new plan. 


"I am too new at this to make any defi- 


nite comments on tho report," Conroy 
said. "I feel the population figures (used 
to assign towns to shared networks) arc 
inaccurate. Tho IITRI report states tho 
village will reach a population of 33,000 
or 34,000 by 1980, but I feel we are very 
-near that right now. By 1980 wo will far 
surpass that figure." 


"If tho report Is Implemented," Conroy 


said, "Some towns may Improve for sev- 
eral years, but they may be back to 
where they were before In tho near fu- 
ture." 


The study said Elk Grove should also 


have a longer time wait under the new 
system. But Police Chief Harry Jenkins, 
who headed the move for the central dis- 
patching system locally, said the crimi- 
nal justice commission's plan Is "the 
only way to go." He discounted the study 
figures that Indicate Elk Grove has to 
wait longer now to get a message on the 
air than It did when it shared a frequen- 
cy with only Schaumburg. 


Ho said he did not think Wheeling, 


Schaumburg and DCS Plaines will be 
able to keep their current frequencies 
and not go along with tho IITRI plan. 


"They don't own those frequencies, the 


FCC (Federal Communications Commis- 
sion) will reassign the frequencies so 
they can make better use of them," Jen- 
kins predicted. 


HOWEVER, DON Procure, regional 


manager 
for the Federal 
Commu- 


nications Commission said yesterday the 
federal agency has no power to merely 
reassign the frequencies away from po- 
lice departments. 


"At present there is no rule on the 


books, to allow us to move a police de- 
partment without their consent and coop- 
eration," Prescure said. 


The only way a department could be 


forced to change channels, he said, Is 
through a court suit charging it was not 
In the public Interest for the department, 
to stay on Its current frequency, he said. 
Such a suit would be costly and difficult,'. 
and "generally there is no desire on our 
part to request or require a police de- 
partment to change frequencies against 
his will," he said. 


Hoffman Estates Police Chief John

existing motor fuel tax funds, a proposi- 
tion which met with strenuous objection 
from most suburban areas. 


THE SUBURBAN mayors also ob- 


jected to the makeup of the three-ram 
governing board of the agency and to the 
provisions for long-range planning. 


Recently, however, tho six commuter 


rail lines which originally produced the 
CMATS bill, met with area mayors and 
altered the bill to satisfy suburban objec- 
tions. 


The revised bill completely avoids the 


subject of funding, leaving that problem 
for separate legislation. It also added to 
the three-man board provision for a 25- 
membcr advisory committee — com- 
posed of 12 Chicago members; seven 
from suburban Cook County; one each 
from Lake, McIIcnry, DuPagc, Kane and 
Will counties, and one appointed by the 
governor. 


The revamped bill also eliminates any 


reference to long-range planning, except 
to provide it will be the responsibility of 
the authority to come up with a com- 
prehensive transportation plan.

Collecting beer cans Isn't just a pass- 


Ing fad for 22-year-old Mike Madden. 


"In fact, you could say It's In my 


blood." says Mike, whose collection of 
steel and aluminum containers now num- 
bers about 550 and is still growing. 


The cans represent a wide range of 


breweries and an even bigger assortment 
of labels. From ABC beer to Schlitz, 
Mike has them all. Well, at least he has 
a tot of them. 


Some more %etcran collectors have 


amassed displays of 2,000 to 3,000 cans 
and can trace the history of a beer 
through decades of label changes. Most 
truly serious collectors, like Mike, belong 
to a brotherhood — the Beer Can Collec- 
tors of America — whose members swap 
cans with alt sophistication and en- 
thusiasm of stamp and coin collectors. 


IN Jt'ST four years of searching and 


saving. Mike already has lined one wall 
In his bedroom at 1501 W. Euclid Ave., 
Arlington Heights, with emptied cans 
and is fast using up wallpaper on a sec- 
ond. 


"I'd like to say I drank them all." he 


says, explaining that fcr many of the 
lesser-known labels he has had to visit 
little "out-of-the-way" places. 


"Old railroad stations arc an excellent 


spot. I've found lots of cans searching 
along walls and between the rafters. I 
guess guys used to like to 'sit and have 
one' while waiting for their train." 


Cans Mike can't find he can hope to 


trade for. Older cans and foreign labels 
usually command two or even three new- 
er cans In the barter market. One of 
Mike's goals right now Is to find a can of 
Bullfrog beer, brewed In Chicago 10 or 15 
yean ago. 


It Is a brew that. U remembered at all. 


Is usually recalled with words like: "Oh 
yeah, Bullfrog, three cans and you 
croaked."

about 10 new teachers to handle the 
opening of two new schools in the district 
In September, Stavrakas says he wants 
to be ready to hire people, as soon as 
they're needed. 


"We're trying to build up a backlog of 


people who will be available If they're 
needed. We hope to be very selective 
when hiring new teachers and give the 
principals about five people to choose 
from for each position," said Stavrakas. 


Stavrakas' recruiting method includes 


a new Interview technique that requires 
about two hours per applicant and that 
aids In determining how the applicant 
thinks, reacts and feels about teaching 
situations. 


Even though the application load is 


similar to last year, several personnel di- 
rectors In the area arc faced with a big- 
ger job of weeding out applicants be- 
cause of decreased pupil enrollment and 
less turnover of teachers. 


"We've stopped taking applications be- 


cause enrollment is going down," said 
Percy of Dlst 57. "Because of the contin- 
uing surplus of teachers, people are less 
likely to quit and go looking for a new 
job." 


MOST SCHOOL districts want a bal- 


once of new and experienced teachers in 
their district, and try to reflect that bal- 
ance in their hiring practices. 


"We have been hiring about half.expe- 


rienced teachers and half teachers right 
out of college for the past few years," 
said Ronald Ruble, assistant superintend- 
ent in charge of personnel in Dlst. 54. 


Unlike other districts In the area that 


have fairly stable enrollments, Dist. 54 Is 
growing by leaps and bounds. Ruble 
plans to hire 104 new teachers for next 
year to open two new schools as well as 
enrich the special services areas. Last 
year over 3,600 applications Hooded the, 
district. 


"We are a young district and need to 


build a staff of experience, but we are 
looking for both young and older teach- 
ers who have on open mind and a will- 
ingness to try out new Ideas," said 
Ruble. "Wo want teachers who will think 
of the Individual child rather than the 
subject material." 


PERSONNEL directors are well aware 


of the financial advantages involved in 
hiring inexperienced teachers. 


"It's only reasonable to hire a new 


teacher who meets all of the quali- 
fications; financially It's the best move 
to make," said Tom Rich, assistant su- 
perintendent of Dlst.

State Sen. David J. ncgncr, R-Mount 


Prospect, has introduced legislation that 
would eliminate the requirement for 
posting election notices In Cook County. 


A venerable state statute requires 


printed notices of elections be posted to 
at least three locations In each precinct. 
In Cook County, this means a total of 
more than 15,000 election posters, usually 
attached to telephone poles. 


Rcgner's bill calls for publication of 


election notices In newspapers. 


The law currently provides that the 


posters should be mounted at the level at 
which a driver of a horse and buggy can 
read the notices. 


"Since Cook County has become an ur- 


ban county," he explained, "the posting 
of election notices serves no useful pur- 
pose. If this proposal becomes law it will 
save Cook County over $100,000 in years 
of elections and will also save the cost of 
the townships posting the notices."

Stevenson hits Nixon cuts 


Sen. Adlal E. Stevenson III, D-IIL, has 


accused the Nixon administration of 
"preaching self-help and then, in the 
name of fiscal responsibility, turning its 
back on people who are trying to help 
themselves." 


Stevncson's charge was made In o pro- 


test against reported plans of the admin- 
istration to cut off federal grant pro- 
grams for child day care centers, aid to 
the elderly, mental retardation and juve- 
nile delinquency. 


In a letter to Secretary of Health, Edu- 


cation and Welfare Caspar Weinberger, 
Stevenson and Sen. Walter Mandate, 
D-Mlnn.. said that "administrative re- 
peal" of regulations permitting state and 
local governments to match federal 
grants with funds contributed by private 
charitable organizations would seriously 
undermine cooperative social service 
programs. 


"IF THE USE of private funds Is for- 


bidden," Stevenson said, "day care cen- 
ters and other facilities could be main- 
tained only by local or state taxes. The 
more likely result is that the centers will 
be closed and working mothers will be 
forced to go on welfare. Either way, the 
proposed change In regulations Is fiscally 
irresponsible as well as indifferent to hu- 
man need." 


Stevenson cited the "Evanston Plan," 


a community program supported by 35 
dvic agencies with a budget of $600,000 
In federal funds and a $200,000 matching 
grant from tho United Fund, which cares 
for approximately 1,000 children of par- 
ents classified as "working poor." 


The senator said the Evanston Plan 


and similar programs have enabled 
many mothers to get off tho welfare 
rolls, but termination of such projects 
would require them to leave their jobs 
and return to welfare.

Under present law, state agencies

was awakened. My question is, Is this 
harmful to the body of a healthy man? 
Arc there any lasting effects? 


Dear Reader — In the first place, I 


don't really recommend individuals run 
to exhaustion unless they are young indi- 
viduals under athletic training and are 
advised to do so. Usually doing any form 
of exertion to the point of exhaustion Is 
not a healthy practice. Several years 
ago, 
the surgeon for the Strategic Air 


Command collected for me the cases of 
young air crew members who fainted or 
collapsed with exertion. A very high per- 
centage of these individuals had some 
heart problem. An individual who faints 
with exertion deserves a fairly complete 
medical examination. 


It Is true that immediately after vigor- 


ous exercise, young healthy Individuals 
are more prone to faint if they are re- 
quired to stand upright But it is ex- 
ceedingly rare for anyone lying or sit- 
ting down to have this kind of problem 
unless they have a medical disorder. 


I would like to stress again that I do 


not recommend physical exercise to the 
point of exhaustion, and I believe it can 
be harmful to many people who consider 
themselves to be in good health but who 
may not be as healthy as they think. 


Pushing oneself to the point of exhaus- 


tion Is the most frequent cause for the 
deaths from exercising. Individuals who 
do not try to set records, or try to run 
longer distances at shorter time inter- 
vals, and who exercise sensibly rarely 


have any significant problems. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Will jumping rope 


daily for exercise, rather than walking, 
be harmful to a 47-year-old woman of av- 
erage weight and in good health? How 
much or for what length of time should 
this be done? 


Dear Reader — There is nothing wrong 


with skipping rope and it's an excellent 
exercise. It is a great deal more 
strenuous, however, than walking. Nev- 
ertheless, I have known some rather 
spntely senior citizens who have used 
this form of exercise, but I hasten to add 
that these were all individuals who ex- 
ercised regularly and maintained rela- 
tively high levels of physical fitness. 


Anyone who starts to skip rope will 


find out rather quickly that it takes a lot 
of energy. It also produces quite a bit of 
jarring on the ankle and on the calf 
muscle. This means that the exercise 
should be started in small amounts and 
gradually increased. 


Although people's abilities vary, you 


shouldn't skip more than 50 steps in- 
itially, and if this doesn't cause you any 
trouble, It could gradually be increased 
at a rate of five steps a day until you 
have reached a level to provide the 
length of exercise you want to enjoy. As 
with all other exercises you should not 
persist in it to the level of becoming un- 
duly tired or exhausted.

Crane's plan 
will aid press 


Who wants to put out the light? 


There's a growing movement in 


the legislatures — both state and 
federal — to give the press, and 
thus the public, protection from ar- 
bitrary and punitive actions of gov- 
ernment officials. 


The latest step is a highly lau- 


clntory proposal from the North- 
west suburbs' U.S. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane. R-12th. to extend almost- 
blanket shield law protection to 
newsmen. 


Crane's proposal, unveiled last 


week, 
would 
protect 
newsmen 


from being required to disclose 
confidential information to "any 
Court, grand jury, agency, de- 
partment or commission of the 
United States, or by cither house of 
Congress." 


There arc reasonable exceptions 


Included In Crane's proposal. Con- 
fidentiality would be limited when 


itcp. Philip 
Crane 


n newsman Is sued for defamation 
and he invokes confidentiality as a 
defense, and when details of a 
grand jury or other proceeding re- 
quired to be kept secret arc dis- 
closed. 


Also, if a court hearing estab- 


lishes that information held by a 
newsman may have substantial 
bearin-, on a threat to human life, 
esplciiagc or foreign aggression, 
the newsman can be forced to re- 
veal hlssourcc(s). 


Crane's proposal offers broad 


protection for reporters who arc 
carrying out their dally duties — 
reporting and investigating the 


dally events in government and the 
world which it attempts to regu- 
late. 


Until the jailings recently of Pe- 


ter Bridges, William Farr and Les 
Whitten — all reporters imprisoned 
in the line of duty — it had been 
assumed that members of the 
press would be unlikely inhabitants 
of jail cells. 


However, a U.S. Supreme Court 


decision last summer severely re- 
stricted the rights of newsmen in 
covering their communities, and 
the brief 
imprisonments 
follow- 


ed. Now, legislative proposals such 
as Crane's arc attempting to reme- 
dy the situation. 


As we've argued before, this is 


not "special interest" legislation 
designed to aid only the press. It is 
legislation which can only help the 
American public be provided with 
more information 
about how its 


government functions. 


The bill assures a free flow of 


information by protecting report- 
ers who obtain information from 
secret sources — sources who 
would not divulge such information 
if their identities were revealed. 


Such revelations are everyday 


occurrences to newsmen. They 
rely on such Information for many, 
many news stories. Without such 
'protection, there would be consid- 
erably less information available 
to the public. You could take a 
dnily newspaper and cut out im- 
muncrablc news stories in which 
nameless "sources" are quoted. 


It may sound self-serving, but 


newspapers arc, in part, public 
service institutions, and without 
the protection of 
Constitutional 


guarantees suggested by the Crane 
bill, reporters would be doing their 
jobs less effectively than those 
tasks should be done. The Crane 
bill, although it cannot guarantee 
editorial courage and public ser- 
vice, helps protect the conditions 
which encourage it. 


Mars' active life 


These are exciting times for as- 


t r o n o m y . Consider the planet 
Mars. 


In the past year, thr.nks to the 


Mariner 9 spacecraft, more has 
been learned about the mysterious 
red planet than in all the hundreds 
of years it has 
been 
viewed 


through carthbound telescopes. 


During 60S orbits of Mars before 


its maneuvering gas ran out, Mari- 
ner 9 sent back 7,329 pictures of the 
planet's surface, plus tens of thou- 
sands of bits of instrument data. 


Major discoveries — an 18-mile- 


high volcano, a 2,500-mile-long 
grand canyon, evidence of water 
erosion — received wide publicity. 
But analysis of photographs and 
data continues and a startling dif- 
ferent idea of Mars is beginning to 
emerge. 


Rather than being a dead, worn- 


out planet. Mars Is dynamic and 
may only now be becoming geolog- 
ically active. 


Once thought to be without wa- 


ter, large quantities of it have been 
detected under the .north polar cap. 
Just as earth has gone through suc- 
cessive ice ages, Mars may have 
experienced "waler ages." As the 
earth is in an intcrglacial period, 
Mars may be in an "interfluvial" 
period. 


The presence of water on Mars 


enhances the possibility of life on 
the planet, possibly forms that 
could hibernate during the cons be- 
tween periods of water flow. 


We may find out when a Viking 


spacecraft lands on Mars in 1976. 


Another Mariner is scheduled to 


be launched in 1977 and will reach 
the vicinity of Saturn in 1981. At 
least one astronomer believes that 
Titan, largest of Saturn's 10 moons, 
has atmospheric conditions similar 
to those on earth when the first or- 
ganic molecules were forming. 
Mariner 77 could fly as close as 100 
miles to Titan and test the theory.

Unit questions confused 


Two questions are repeatedly being 


confused In the press and in discussions 
elsewhere on unit districting for the local 
schools.

59 — should we have unit schools? The 
question that many board members arc 
reacting to Is this — should Dist.

The proposition is being studied by 


214 
area, while they do not officially recog- 
nize the first question. But their study is 
designed to answer the second. 


And in Dist. 59, the only "public" that

room for "maybe." But I haven't heard 
anyone In our area respond In any way

Arc neighborhood schools better? 


More plainly — I have one more year 


on my term as board member, but I 
have three children who still must com- 
plete their Dlst. 57 and Dist. 214 educa- 
tions. Therefore, any "power base" I 
might be accused of protecting is limit- 
ed! But as a parent and a taxpayer, my 
tax base has a long way to go. 


This is too complicated a proposal for 


a knee-jerk reaction, either "for" or 
"against", by board members — or re- 
porters.

of dying in the United States reality or 
myth? Inquiry Indicates It's a bit of both. 


Mark Twain criticized undertakers in 


tho 19th century for preying upon the re- 
ligious sensibilities of working class wid- 
ows. And In this century, Jessica Mlt- 
ford'i "The American Way of Death" 
and Evelyn Waugh's novel, "The Loved 
One." satirized America's funeral habits. 


This criticism has spawned a new busi- 


ness. It's composed of some 130 memor- 
ial societies selling memberships entitl- 
ing people to funerals from $150 to $395. 
AH or a considerable part of It would be 
paid out of Social Security death bene- 
fits. 


United Press International checked 


both the federal Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics (DLS) and the National Association 
of Funeral Directors (NAFD), which has 
Its headquarters In Milwaukee. Their 
records show that the average cost of

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Inter- 


state Commerce Commission was urged 
to consolidate all major railroads west of 
the Mississippi Into four super lines. 


An ICC administrative law Judge, 


Nathan Klltcnlc, made tho proposal In 
tho Rock Island Railroad merger case. 


Under Klltcnlc's recommendation, the 


railroads that would remain In oper- 
ation west of the Mississippi would bo 
the Union Pacific, the Southern Pacific, 
the Santa Fe and the Burlington North- 
cm. 


Klltcnlc recommended that the com- 


mission approve splitting tho Rock Is- 
land Railroad among the Union Pacific, 
Southern Pacific, and Santa Fc. He said 
the division of the railroad was neces- 
sary to correct the "Inefficiencies and In- 
adequacies of the mldwestcrn railroad 
system." 


Klltenlc said "The reduction of the 


large number of carriers to four basic 
systems" would present an opportunity 
to strcnathcn the railroad Industry on a 
nationwide scale. 


funerals has not gone up as fast since 
1963 as the general index of goods and 
commodities. 


THE DLS said that, as far as it could 


determine, funeral costs went up 24.3 per 
cent in this period against a 32.S per cent 
rise In the general price index. 


Howard A. Raether of Milwaukee, 


NAFD executive director, put the cost in- 
crease a little higher. He said the aver- 
age adult fuderal, not Including ceme- 
tery, monument, burial clothes or flow- 
ers, rose In cost from $783 in 1963 to $983 
in 1971 — a rise of 29 per cent. 


Joseph Bedell^ president of the New 


York State Funeral Directors Associ- 
ation, denied that there is a revolt 
against the cost of funerals. Harry Gro- 
man, chairman of Horgrom Service, a 
large Los Angeles funeral organization, 
also said there is no big trend toward 
lower cost funerals. 


However, George Goodstcln, executive 


director of the New York Association, 
said there have been noticeable changes 
in attitudes. 


More people want burial within 48 


hours than in the past," Goodstcln sold. 
"And there Is what I call a 'death de- 
nying culture' movement—persons who 
either don't llko funerals because they 
don't wont to be reminded of death or 
persons who simply no longer believe in 
making any ceremony or fuss over the 
dead." 


THIS LAST trend has led to an In- 


crease in the number of direct burials 
and an Increase in cremations without a 
traditional funeral service, Goodstcin 
said. Such arrangements arc made with 
regular funeral directors and they do 
save money but saving money Is not usu- 
ally the motive, he said. 


The national volume of tho funeral 


business is about $2.2 billion for some 
22,500 establishments, Raether said. 


As for the high cost of cemetery land, 


that Is being attacked by the growing use 
of two and three-tier graves. The grave 
Is first dug to a depth of nine feet and 
concrete, liners arc placed in It so it will 
safely hold three caskets and containers 
In layers. This costs more when the 
grave site is purchased but it Is cheaper 
to the family over a long period. 


The high cost of maintenance is caus- 


ing more cemeteries to ban large monu- 
ments and Insist on flush grave markers 
over which power mowers can move.

NEW YORK — Wall Street is noto- 


riously volatile in mood and at the mo- 
ment It Is clearly on the low side of its 
manic-depressive syndrome. There Is 
gloom over the Nixon Administration's 
Phase HI outlook (which few seem to 
grasp), and deep forbodlng about in- 
flation. 


One might think It strange In the light 


of booming earnings reports from so 
many quarters. But the key factor is con- 
trol on inflation — whether wages and 
prices can be kept in some reasonable 
balance. At this point the big Investors 
are saying they think the controls are 
Inadequate — and the small investors 
have run for cover.

than compensated for the declining U. S. market share. In I960, the Industrial 
nations of Western Europe, North America (Including the United States), and Japan 
accounted for 69 per cent of the world exports. By 1971, the share had increased to 74 
per cent, although hi the first half of 1972 the share dropped back to 71 per cent. 


The developing countries of the world have also suffered a declining share of 


tho world market — from 24 per cent in 1960 to 18 per cent In the first half of 1972 
—along with the United States and tho United Kingdom among the major industrial 
nations.

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Marjorie Boswell crusades 


for health and sanitation 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


Complaints arc her business. 


Marjorie Boswell welcomes them all, 


whether the voice at the other end of the 
lino Is reporting a rat in the backyard, 
discolored water In the tap, or curdled 
cream at the local lunch counter. 


"I'm here to help." she says simply. 
Last May Mrs. Boswell was appointed 


director of Health Services for the vil- 
lage of Mount Prospect, its first full-time 
director. Robert Epplcy, village man- 
ager, acquainted with hor work as health 
director of Palatine for seven years, ap- 
pointed her. 


She has been running in circles ever 


since. Literally. For much of her Job 
takes place away from her office In the 
recently acquired white frame house ad- 
Joining the village hall. 


ON HER CAROUSEL crusade for 


health and sanitation, she inspects res- 
taurants, food stores and food delivery 
vehicles; checks washroom facilities In 
public places; surveys pet stores for care 
and cleanliness of animals; drops in on 
carnivals, charity events or any affairs 
where food is handled. 


You might see this attractive woman 


in her neat navy blue uniform stepping 
out from between hanging quarters of 
be«f In the walk-In refrigerator at your 
meat market, or studying her thermome- 
ter as she methodically takes the tem- 
perature within a display cose of refrig- 
erated food. If a mouth-watering cut of 
meat or a luscious whipped creame cake- 
Is coming down with the case of the 
"blahs." Marjorie Boswell Is the first to 
know It. 


Docs the owner mind? Not at all. He's 


grateful for her help and for her In- 
fluence on his employes to maintain high 
standards of health and cleanliness. 


IN HER OFFICE, Mrs. Boswcll han- 


dies health complaints of all kinds — In- 
sects, rodents, contamination. She works 
with the Engineering Department on 
problems of flooding, pollution, waste 
disposal; sho works with the Public 
Works Department on rodent control, all- 
Ing welts and septic systems; she works 
with the Building Department examining 
plans for constructing or remodeling food 
establishments. 


"You name it, I do It," she said. 
Comes evening, you may find her at- 


tending a meeting of the Board of 
Health, listening to the Jaycccs discuss 
plans for their blood donor program; or 
appearing before the Community Action 
Program board to relay news of health 
problems or programs various organiza- 
tions have brought to hor attention. She 
also serves as liaison for Community 
Health and Mental Resources. 


AS PALATINE health director, Mrs. 


Boswcll found a coordination among de- 
partment heads that made working a 
pleasure. "I thought the situation thcro 
was unique. But I found it again in 
Mount Prospect," she exclaimed, adding, 
"1 think I'm very fortunate." 


Mnrjorio Boswcll Is a Palatine resi- 


dent, mother of three grown children, 
two of them married, and, ns she puts It, 
"grandmother to a horse, two cats and a 
dog." The R.N. and R.S. that follow her 


name on her desk nameplatc stand for 
registered nurse and registered sani- 
tarian. 


The R.N. was attained after two years 


at Bcloit College in Wisconsin and three 
years at Augustana Hospital School of 
Nursing. Following her Palatine post, 
Mrs. Boswcll moved to Indiana where, as 
health hazard appraiser, she worked 
with 60 doctors in five hospitals coordi- 
nating a program to increase patients' 
longevity through statistical studies of 
such factors as cholesterol, weight and 
smoking habits. 


SHE ALSO TOOK courses at the Uni- 


versity of Indiana and the Taft Sanitary 
Engineering Center, a U.S. Public Health 
Service School, which sent her on to Cali- 
fornia for health mobilization schooling. 
It was there she attained the R.S., be- 
came a representative, of a medical labo- 
ratory and taught a course in preventive • 
medicine at a California medical school. 


In IOW Mrs. Boswcll served as presi- 


dent of the Illinois Association of Sani- 
tarians, is now on Its board of directors. 
She also belongs to the National Environ- 
mental Health Association of Profes-. 
slonal Women Sanitarians. 


"Basically this has been a man's pro- 


fession," she said. "It's a wonderful 
field. More women should get into It." 


Her days arc Interesting and full. She 


plans the day ahead to allow her to cover 
three or four inspections and complaints 
on her way to work, perhaps testing the 
temperature of a restaurant dishwasher 
or checking a complaint of overflowing 
garbage. 


ON A TYPICAL DAY, she might then 


meet with a sanitary engineer to plan a 
training course for food handlers In the 
village, then go on with required form- 
filling and other paperwork. Throughout 
the day she answers complaints by tele- 
phone, some of which arc referred to her 
by the police. Should they report a dog 
bite, for example, Marjorie must make 
sure It Is reported to the rabies control 
center and the dog Impounded. 


Her time and attention might then shift 


to the Jaycccs' blood donor program, 
perhaps followed by a staff meeting, then 
a session of concentrated budget plan* 
nlng. 


Her concern for people, their health 


and welfare reaches all ago groups. . 
Recently she Initiated a low-cost hoi 
meal program In Mount Prospect where- 
by local restaurants would serve meals 
at discount prices to senior citizens dur- 
ing non-rush hours. Thn response was 
gratifying. Within ono week, 11 eating 
places had agreed to the plan.

Dear Dorothy: You surprised me with 


your comment about the dieffenbachla — 
that it Is dangerous. If this Is so, how 
come It is used so much in planter collec- 
tions? -Maree Gill 


It Is used, for one thing, because it has 


such lovely leaves. For another, it is one 
of the easiest plants to start hydroponi- 
cally (water cultivation), simply using 
one of the leaves. Its other name — 
dumb cane — actually refers to what can 
happen to a person who would eat a tiny 
piece of the leaf. 


Dr. William Furnish sent me a medical 


journal case history of someone , who 
tasted this plant on a dare. The report 
showed severe internal burns. Dleffen- 
bachia is particularly dangerous because 
virtually the whole plant (leaf, stalk) 
contains the poison. The Encyclopaedia 
Brltannica has columns on this and other 
plants. It makes for chilling reading.

A rustic bastion of the Old Wild West

The back bowls that specialize In 
deep powder are proof of that 


THERE ARE several misconceptions 


about this Colorado skiing resort One Is 
that Vail solely caters to the elite. 
Though the mountalntop homes and ex- 
pensive condominiums expose a wealthy 
Image. Vail Is also Interested In Its less 
sophisticated clientele. Dormitory lodg- 
ing 1s available for $8 a night And 
delicatessens, small cafes and pubs can 
keep meal prices down to a minimum. 


Two we found most agreeable to the 


palate were Pistachio's and Toph's. Both 
specialize In Italian dishes, the latter 
being a small dugout that many tourists 
o«frlook but tho locals love. And fish and 
ci Ips at the Bully III Pub was another 
inexpensive night of good eating. 


This is not to take away from tho 


many gourmet eating places for which 
the village is noted. 


Vail literally takes the skier to heart 


because the village was designed, a little 
over ten years ago, with the skier In 
mind. It Is because of the growing popu- 
larity of tho sport that Vail Is in exis- 
tence. 


WITH NINE double chairlifts and two 


gondolas, Vail Is able to transport 12,600 
skiers per hour. Trails and slopes, cnc to 
six miles long, with ten square miles of 
sklable terrain, are able to accommodate 
thousands of skiers. "Minnie's Mile," 


"The Ledges," and "Columbine" are 
three new runs at Vall's Lionsllead. And 
several more slopes will bo opening in 
time for the 1973-74 skiing season. 


Skiers who complain about lift lines 


should plan their skiing vacation in 
January. The month is a slow one for 
Vail. Tourists are afraid of cold weather. 
But the locals know different and their 
tans show It. 


It Is estimated that tho sun shines 70 


per cent of the ski days in Vail. Even 
though temperatures may register low, 
the dry air and lots of sunshine make it 
comfortable to cat your lunch out on the 
sundecks at tho mountain top cafeterias 
without wearing coats. And that's in 
January. 


Steve Rlcschel's Touring School Is 


sought out by vacationers who enjoy the 
panorama view and solitude of tho moun- 
tains but do not care to be disturbed in 
their revelry by a mass of downhill 
skiers. 


CUTTING A PATH across tho un- 


touched snow gives a cross country skier 


a feeling of freedom that can't be paral- 
leled. 


No experience is necessary. Not having 


toured before, the two of us took one 
morning lesson and then headed out to 
Vail Pass in thejifternoon to experiment 
For those who have already done quite a 
bit of cross country aiding, all day trips 
and overnights can be arranged through 
the school. 


Vail also offers excellent facilities for 


summer sports, tho latest promotion for 
the resort village, Fishing, golf, tennis 
and horseback riding are part of the 
summer program. And in addition jeep 
safaris, backpacking, bicycle racing and 
numerous festivals set off Summer Vail.

"A Steamboat by gar!" Three French 


trappers excitedly yelled this expression 
when deep in the Colorado Rocky Moun- 
tains they heard the "chug chug" sound 
like that of a Steamboat. 


It merely camo from a stream. That 


Vail, a Tyrolean village in miniature 


was over 100 years ago in 1865. The 
name stuck, and the town that in the 
next several years grew up around the 
stream, also became known as Steam- 
boat Springs. 


The unsophisticated little town, still 


with a population of only a little over 
2,000, remains a rustic bastion of the Old 
West, a direct contrast to the new Steam- 
boat ski village that has spiralled In the 
last several years at the foot of Mt. 
Werner. 


It is a combination setting, a bit of Old 


West personality mixed with excellent 
skiing conditions, that makes this Colora- 
do ski resort unique. 


In 1968 Steamboat was still a small, 


quiet, out-of-the-way place to ski. Only 
the locals were boasting of the fluffy, 
soft champagne powder ski conditions 
that both of us often said "was fun to ski 
in... and great to fall In." 


AND THEN the building boom began. 


LTV Aerospace, with lots of Dallas mon- 
ey bought the 400-acre Mount Werner ski 
area and proceeded to have Its sub- 
sidiary, LTV Recreation Development 
sink millions Into improving what has 
come to be called Ski Town — U.S.A. 


Tho new six-passenger gondola lift can 


handle 1,000 skiers an hour and In addi- 
tion there are eight double chalriifts, two 
pomas and a lift used exclusively by the 
ski school. Altogether the system can 
transport 10,600 skiers an hour. 


There are nearly 25 miles of runs cov- 


ering 580 acres on three mountain sides. 
A whole new area with 200 acres of trails 
and three new lifts, was opened just this 
winter. Because the town is located at 
6,095 feet and the skiing area has a 3,600 
vertical drop, Strcambcat Village is one 
of the highest winter sports spots in the 
West. 


Also, LTV has been busy erecting a 


multi-million dollar high-rise hotel at the 
base of the ski area along with a com- 
plete shopping plaza and a host of new 
condominiums. All were ready this ski 
season. 


Last year Steamboat accommodated 


160,000 skiers. "We are growing fast but 
carefully," said Jim Davidson, a public 
relations man for TVA. It Is this rapid 
growth that has coined the promotional 
phrase, "Steamboat's a comin' "1 


But what it all adds up to Is a lot of 


good skiing without mobs of people. Lo- 
cated 160 miles from Denver, it Is still 
too far for most Dcnverltes to turn out 
en masse for one weekend. 


ALTHOUGH THE ski village Is still a 


baby, Steamboat's reputation has been 
building for many years. Steamboat is 
the home and training ground of more 


Olympic skiers than any other ski area 
in the United States. 


Billy Kldd is the new director of skiing 


at Steamboat Village and if you're obser- 
vant, you might catch a glimpse of him 
out on the slopes or in the Aftcrglo Pub, 
A place where all tho tired skiers congre- 
gate in late afternoon. It's only 50 paces 
from the bottom of the gondola lift. 


Nightlife In Steamboat runs tho gamut 


from lounges piping live (mostly rock) 
entertainment like The Point, to the tav- 
erns with only bluegrass, jukebox tunes 
and the coldest quarter beers around. 


A lunch at El Rancho on tho main 


street of town was our immediate in- 
itiation into the cow town atmosphere. 


"I have to make a telephone coll be- 


cause my neighbor's cows are out on the 
road again," said one of our local friends 
excusing himself from dinner. That's life 
in Steamboat. 


And if you're "taking Steamboat for a 


ride," be sure and pack a cowboy hat 
and a blue kerchief along with your ski 
equipment.

Localite guiding 
tour of Europe 
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How will devaluation of the dollar af- 


reet travel to foreign countries? 


That was our first thought last week 


when nowi of the devaluation first hit. 
After talking with a few exports In the 
field we've concluded — along with them 
- that this Isn't really "that big a deal" 
as far as travel Is concerned. 


Sure, It may take a littlo more to buy 


foreign goods and services, but Roger 
Hyncs, vice-president of Olson Travel Or. 
ganlzatlon, one of America's major tour 
operators, believes that competition be- 
tween countries will still make bargains 
available to tourists traveling abroad. 


"It should take two to three weeks for 


all of this to settle down," says Hyncs. 
"Then It will probably sift down to no 
change — or two or three per cent up to 
a maximum of 5 per cent Increase." 


ITS NOT MUCH more of on Increase 


than we're used to almost every day at 
the supermarket, he pointed out. 


The basic devaluation will naturally af- 


fect different countries In different ways. 
A number of countries are "floating" 
their currency which could mean greater 
— or lesser devaluation. 


Some countries — like Egypt, for ex- 


ample — may for commercial purposes 
maintain a basic currency but make con- 
cessions to tourists to keep things at rea- 
sonable prices. 


Naturally, Individuals traveling abroad 


on their own are going to feel tho brunt 
of the dollar devaluation more than per- 
sons buying package tours. 


OLSON, FOR example, foresees no 


Increase In the price of their tours In the 
near future. 


Tour operators have a big advantage 


In tho tourism money market when cur- 
rency fluctuates. The mass buying power 
of a large tour operator like Olson helps 
save tho traveler money. Then there's 
lha long-term personal contacts In for- 
eign countries who want to keep the good 
will of the tour operator. The tourist 
benefits from this too. 


Trans World Airlines anticipates no 


Immediate change In the price of Its pop- 
ular Getaway Adventures tours of Eu- 
rope. 


Larry Hllllard, the airline's public re- 


lations director, reports that TWA has

made no decision regarding ground ar- 
rangements, and present selling fares 
will be frozen until IATA carriers con- 
vene In a currency conference.

devaluation as much as the traveler who 
goes It alone. 


What If you Insist on Independent trav- 


el abroad? One Northwest suburban 
travel agent says: "Be sure to take 
along at least one International credit 
card so you won't have to change dollars 
In a hurry." 


The smartest thing to do is buy cur- 


rencies of the countries you'll be going to 
before you leave home. You'll get a bet- 
ter rate of exchange, save yourself time 
and trouble abroad, and be protected if 
tho dollar lowers again while you're 
away. 


Also, having foreign currency In my 


hands ahead of time always gives me 
time to learn how to use it without feel- 
ing like a complete numbskull when I'm 
spending It abroad.

In Chicago the Foreign Exchange Ser- 


vice Bureau, 162 N. State St., (telephone 
— 368-0611) Is the place to check about 
foreign currencies. 


IF YOU EXCHANGE money abroad, 


try to avoid hotels. They usually give you 
the lowest going rate for your dollars 
and tack on a service charge to boot. 
Instead, go to a licensed money changer 
or bank. Whatever you do — stay away 
from the black market. 


I personally feel that the dollar deval- 


uation Is not going to affect foreign trav- 
el to any great extent 


"If people want to travel they'll still

TBcrs. He was hastily summoned here 
from Phllly after Bocrwinkle's Injury. 


"This is the only team I've played for 


as a pro besides Philadelphia," said the 
intelligent, articulate Awtrey, "and I en- 
joy It here. The Bulls and I play a style 
that Is good for both of us. We're com- 
patible."

He thought everyone had to 
score to be of value. He'd tell me, 'Just 
play defense and set up the plays.' 
That's what I did and they still weren't 
playing me." 


He has found Motta much more to his 


liking, explaining, "Basically about eight 
guys play for every team. He (Motta) 
makes those players feel secure and 
wonted. He doesn't yank you If you make 
n mistake. This builds up confidence. He 
doesn't play tricks with your mind like 
some coaches." 


A native of California, Awtrey was a 


high school all-Amcrlcan In San Jose. He 
won tho same honor in college in Santa 
Clara where a physical style again suited 
him fine. 


He was a third-round draft pick by 


Philadelphia. "I expected lo go In the 
first round because It had been written 
that I'd be the second center picked," he 
sold. "I was drafted higher by the ABA 
(American Basketball Association) and 
gat a good offer, hut after I agreed lo It 
they backed out of some guarantees. So I 
went lo the NBA."

At age 21, Christian Brothers College 


senior basketball player Dean Sylvester 
is playing a "game" that even the wild- 
est bookies won't Issue odds on. 


In Sylvester's game stakes are high: 


Life and death. 


Sylvester has Hodgkln's' disease, a 


form of cancer. He has fought It since 
July, 1971, but his situation has gradually 
worsened. He Is now In stage four, con- 
sidered the terminal stage. 


Yet he speaks of his illness in the past 


tense: "I'm almost sure I'm the only 
basketball player In the country who has 
had cancer." 


He was ^working In a meatpacking 


plant In his hometown of Muncle, Ind., 
two summers back. A nagging cough de- 
veloped. He went to a doctor for a 
checkup. The next day they operated on 
him. Two days later he was" a patient at 
Roiwcll Park Memorial In Buffalo, N.Y., 
a cancer reseirch hospital. 


"When my mother, who runs a nursing 


home, camo In with the doctor's report, 
she told nu I had Hodgkln's disease," 
Sylvester recalls. "Until that day, I had 
never heard those two words. I didn't 
know if It were something like a common 
cold or more serious. 


"I asked my mother what it was and 


she said the doctor would explain It to 
me. She evaded me. I was scared." 


Dean Sylvester was then 19. Ahead lay 


his junior year at CBC In Memphis, 
Tcnn., perhaps a chance to become a 
starting forward. Further ahead lay a 
degree in mathematics, graduate school, 
the business world. 


All that changed in 72 hours. 
At Buffalo, he was diagnosed at stage 


two. A 102-dcgrcc fever baked him for 15 
days. Then 30 straight days of radiation. 
He was termed "critical." Complications 
set In following a liver biopsy and "that 
was when I experienced the lowest men- 
tal attitude I ever hod," says the soft- 
spoken youngster. 


In immense pain, he felt one night he 


would die. 


"I kind of made a promise to myself," 


he relates, "that If I died that night, I 
could accept It because It would relieve 
the pain. 


"But if I made It through the night, I 


would give everything I had to beat it." 


"This was one place where athletics 


really helped me," he recalls. "I decided 
to myself to moke a game out of it, but 
this time the stakes were different. Vic- 
tory meant life. To lose meant death." 


All games have rules, so Sylvester set 


down his own rules. ' 


"One, I would never complain," ho 


started out. "Two, I would have a cheer- 
ful attitude at all limes. Three. I would 
become n leader and would set an ex- 
ample for the other patients. Four, I 
would follow all doctors' orders willfully 
and explicitly." 


He returned to CBC Aug. 31,1971. 
He attended classes, ran, lifted weights 


nnd practiced basketball with his team- 
mates, knowing all along he would havo 
to return to Buffalo In 30 days to have 
his spleen removed. 


"Those two days of waiting for that 


operation, I felt, resembled a condemned 
prisoner waiting for his execution," Syl- 
vester states. 


The report came back "completely 


negative." 


In six weeks, Sylvester was back with 


his Buc teammates in practice sessions. 
Perhaps Inspired by his battle in a big- 
ger game, the Bucs went 15-6, the best 
start in school history. 


"I even helped them win a game," Syl- 


vester beamed. "It was against the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee-Martin up there. We 
fell behind nine or 10 points real quick. 
Coach (Bob) Stephenson put me In. In 
five minutes, I scored five points, had a 
couple of assists and a couple of 
rebounds. After five minutes, I had no 
stamina left and had to come out of the 
game." 


CBC rallied to win. 
But a call from Buffalo Interrupted his 


season and he had to return abruptly for 
more radiation. After he left, the Bucs 
won but one of five. 


A 3.B student, before this year, Syl- 


vester, by studying while In the hospital, 
finished the school year with a 3.43. Dur- 
ing final exams last spring, he detected a 
swollen lymph node under his arm. An- 
other trip to Buffalo followed. 


"I had, surgery on my 21st birthday," 


he says. "Most people, when they turn 
21, have different plans for the day. But 
me ... my first opportunity to act as an 
adult, I had the opportunity to sign for 
my own operation." 


The node was removed. It was found to 


be malignant. A tumor In his lung was 
also discovered. Chemotherapy treat- 
ments followed, Including a painful set of 
12 shots In six months of various strong 
drugs. 


Dean Sylvester had reached stage four. 
Tho first shot was'nauseating. It upset 


him mentally. 


"My altitude was, Is It worth It? I 


knew I was going to have to go through a 
bunch of stuff again. I asked the doctor If 
I decided not to take the treatments, how 
long would I have," said Sylvester. "He 
said from one to three months.

221 and Irene rolled 166-165-199. 


"I explained this to my parents. Then I 


told myself that even though it was pain- 
ful, it wouldn't be fair to them (Ms par- • 
ents) to give up. 


"So I reverted to my old game plan. I 


took all 12 shots." 


After the fourth shot, the lung tumor 


was gone. After the 12lh shot, he went on , 
weekly maintenance shots. It was after 
the fourth of these that Sylvester, now 
back at CBC for the fall semester, no- 
ticed another node In the same place. 
Following Christmas (1972), he returned . 
to Buffalo (his 12th trip) for still more 
treatments. 


He returned to CBC and to the basket- 


ball court Jan. 16,1973. 


"My function for this team Is to be a 


team leader," he calmly states. "I talk 
in team meetings. We have a lot of fresh- 
men on this team. I talk with them, tell 
them they ore mature enough to play. 
My main purpose before each game is to 
get them up, to try to smile, be happy 
and emotional. I feel the places I can 
help are In morale and leadership." 


In practice or a game Sylvester says: 
"I go as long as I can. Then I come out 


and rest. When I feel rested, I can go 
back in. I con tell I'm growing stronger. 
I visualize the day of total recovery. 
There aren't many stage four people 
around." 


Five years ago, had Sylvester con- 


tracted Hodgkln's disease, he would al- 
most certainly have died In a couple of 
years. Five years from now, the doctors 
tell him, the disease will be conquered. 


"I'm 'sort of like being in purgatory," 


he says of his position in history, "but I 
look at it this way. A lot of people were 
guinea pigs for them to get the knowl- 
edge to help me today. I'm now a guinea 
pig to help them learn even more." 


Says Stephenson: "I think he gives his 


teammates an initiative to play. Here's a 
guy they know is sick, but he comes out 
and works. He would have been a starter 
now had this not happened. 


"I have never seen a man with that 


much faith and courage. I wish I had It. 
Most men do. 


"He doesn't let tilings get him down. 


His very presence gives us leadership. 
Tho other guys treat him as if nothing Is 
wrong. They shoot straight down the line 
with him. They have taken it on them- 
selves not to let It get him down."

Administrators expect the avalanche of

"This is a very desirable area In which 


to teach," said James Rlebock, person- 
nel director of Arlington Heights School 
'Dlst. 25. "Maybe the surplus of the past 
few years is slacking off in less desirable 
areas, but not here by any means."

sition openings to universities this year. 


He says the 15 to 20 applications he sees 
daily arc "unsolicited." 


Even five or six years ago, when there 


was a teacher shortage, the Northwest 
suburbs d'dh't have to go begging for 
teachers. 


"WE ALWAYS had plenty of appli- 


cations," said Eunice Hutchings who has 
worked In Elk Grove Township School 
Dlst.

While several of the local districts used

Kerner guilty; verdict to be appealed 


U.S. Appeals Court Judge Otto Kerner 


has been found guilty of bribery, con- 
spiracy, mall fraud, perjury and income 
tax evasion. He was the first sitting fed- 
eral appeals court judge ever convicted. 


A U.S. District Court jury found Ker- 


ner, 84, and his codefendant, Theodore J. 
Isaacs, 62. guilty on all 19 counts of an 
Indictment charging they conspired to 
buy racetrack stock at bargain prices In 
return for favorable racing dates and 
other favors to track owners. 


Kerner, heard the verdict without a 


sign of emotion. He walked from the 
courtroom with head high and shoulders 
erect. 


LATER HE ISSUED a statement say- 


log that "at no time that I have held 
public office have I taken any advantage, 
and I have always tried and I have al- 


ways made my judgments In consid- 
eration of the people that I have served. 


"I have been in many battles in my 


life, where life Itself is at stake," he 
said. "This battle is even more impor- 
tant than life Itself because it Involves 
my reputation and honor, which are 
dearer than life itself, and I intend to 
continue this battle." 


Attorneys for Kerner and Isaacs, who 


was state revenue director and a key po- 
litical and financial adviser of the former 
governor, said they would appeal the 
verdict. 


U.S. Attorney James R. Thompson 


called Kcrner's downfall "a tragedy" but 
said he would oppose any recommenda- 
tion for probation. Kerner has been on 
leave from the bench since his In- 
dictment in 1971. 


U.S. District Court Judge Robert L. 


Taylor, who was brought from Knoxvllle, 
Tenn., to hear the case by order of Chief 
Justice Warren Burger, said he would 
hear motions and set a date for sentenc- 
ing at some future date, probably several • 
weeks hence. 


THE JURY of seven women and five - 


men returned the verdict after deliber- 
ating a total of 16 hours. They received 
the case Saturday after a seven-week 
trial.

"Have you reached a verdict?" Taylor 


asked. "Yes, sir, we have," foreman Wil- 
liam Michaels replied. He passed two en- 
velopes to Clerk John Booras. 


"We the jury find Theodore J. Isaacs 


guilty as charged," Booras read the ver- 
dict from the first envelope. Then, "We 
the jury find Otto Kerner guilty as 
charged." 


Kerner's attorney, Paul Connolly, in- 


dicated In court he hoped a hearing on 
motions for a'new trial would be de- 
ferred until the end of March or April. 


If given the maximum punishment, 


Kerner would be sentenced to prison for 
. 83 years and fined $93,000. Isaacs faces a 
. maximum penalty of 73 years' imprison- 


ment and $73,000 fine.

On tho back of the tag Is lettered the 


person's medical Identification, name, 
home phone number, physician and phy- 
sician's office number. 


Mcdl-Check began as something less 


than a success. Mayer, a Yellow Pages 
ad salesman, acted as a middleman, sell- 


ing the tags, but contracting tho engrav- 
ing to an outside firm. About 200 orders 
were received. 


WHEN THE Veterans Administration 


Hospital at Hlncs, III. requested 4S.OUU 
' tags at 60 and 90 cents each in 1968, the 
Medl-Chcck program began to roll. As 
orders increased, Mayer saw a chance co 
purchase a $2,500 engraving machine and 
set up a free service. 


Thousdands of S&H Green Stamps and 


hundreds of hours of shopping center do- 
nation drives later, tho $2,500 was raised. 
Now, the goal Is a full time staff and 
more machines to meet an International 
demand for medical IDs. 


Mayer's interest in the project began 


In 1964 when a Readers Digest article 
warned that one of five Americans 
should wear a tag to Insure prompt, cor- 
rect emergency treatment. An estimated 
400 million Americans havo any of 200 
diseases — heart disease, diabetes, epi- 
lepsy, allergies — that require special 
treatment. Hemophiliacs bleed to death 
from minor cuts; contact lens wearers 
suffer permanent eye damage when the 
lenses are not removed after an acci- 
dent, Mayer contends. 


Seven years ago, one of Mayer's three 


children died. He refuses to talk about 
the incident. But the magazine article 
and tho child's death "made us think that 
maybe wo could do something to help 
others," he said. 


An ad salesman with a gift for promo- 


tion, Mayer hesitated to publicize the 
Medi-Check program. "We were afraid 
that too much publicity would bring in 
moro demand than we could supply." 


THE NEW machine and a small office 


with a year's rent paid at 2640 Golf Rd., 
Glenvlew has limitations. Tho machine, 
which uses a metal slug and typewriter- 
like keyboard, produces only about five 
tags an hour. 


Mayer, his family and volunteers 


spend about 20 hours a week prompting, 
producing, and planning ID production.

Applications average 10, 20 a day 
Many seeking teaching positions in NW suburbs

If anyone thinks the Northwest subur- 


ban schools arc on the verge of n teacher 
shortage, they should talk to the person- 
nel director of their local district — It 
they can find him underneath all the ap- 
plications. 


Most school districts in the area collect 


10 to 20 applications dally from teacher 
hopefuls, most of whom are recent col- 
lege graduates. While Prospect Heights 
School Dlst. 23 Is at the low end of the 
scale, collecting about 8 applications per 
day, Schaumburg Township School Dlst. 


54 attracts 40 to 50 applicants dally. 


Administrators expect the avalanche of 


applications to continue, despite pre- 
dictions of teacher shortages, or at least 
a subsiding of the teacher surplus, na- 
tionwide. 


"This is a very desirable area in which 


to teach," said James Rlcbock, person- 
nel director of Arlington Heights School 
Dlst. 25. "Maybe the surplus of the past 
few years Is slacking off in less desirable 
areas, but not here by any means." 


Rlcbock hasn't even sent notices of po- 


sition openings to universities this year. 


He says the 15 to 20 applications he sees 
dally arc "unsolicited." 


Even five or six years ago, when there 


was a teacher shortage, the Northwest 
suburbs didn't have to go begging for 
teachers. 


"WE ALWAYS had plenty of appli- 


cations," said Eunice Hutchings who has 
worked In Elk Grovo Township School 
Dlst. 59 personnel office for 11 years. 
"The teachers weren't always as quail- • 
fled as they arc now, but we had plenty ' 
to pick from." 


While several of the local districts used 


to send a representative to recruit on col- 
lege campuses, the practice Is almost 
non-existent today. 


"We've had so many people come in 


and their credentials were so good that 
we don't need to recruit," said Richard 
Percy, superintendent of Mount Pros- 
pect School Dlst.

No shortage of teacher 
applicants in NW suburbs

In September, Stavrakas says he wants 
to be ready to hire people as soon as 
they're needed. 


"We're trying to build up a backlog of 


people who will be available If they're 
needed. We hope to be very selective 
when hiring new teachers and give the 
principals about five people to choose 
from for each position," said Stavrakas. 


Stavrakas' recruiting method Includes 


a new Interview technique that requires 
about two hours per applicant and that 
aids in determining how the applicant 
thinks, reacts and feels about teaching 
situations. 


Even though the application load is 


similar to last year, several personnel di- 
rectors in the area are faced with a big- 
ger job of weeding out applicants be- 
cause of decreased pupil enrollment and 
less turnover of teachers. 


"We've stopped taking applications be- 


cause enrollment Is going down," said 
Percy of Dist. 57. "Because of the contin- 
uing surplus of teachers, people are less 
likely to quit and go looking for a new 
job." 


MOST SCHOOL districts want a bal- 


ance of new and experienced teachers in 
their district, and try to reflect that bal- 
ance In their hiring practices. 


"We have been hiring about half expe- 


rienced teachers and half teachers right 
out of college for the past few years," 
said Ronald Ruble, assistant superintend- 
ent in charge of personnel in Dist. 54. 


Unlike other districts In the area that 


have fairly stable enrollments, Dist. 54 is 
growing by leaps and bounds. Ruble 
plans to hire 104 now teachers for next 
year to open two new schools as well as 
enrich the special services areas. Last 
year over 3,600 applications flooded the 
district. 


"We are a young district and need to 


build a staff of experience, but we are 
looking for both young and older teach- 
ers who have an open mind and a will- 
ingness to try out new ideas," said 
Ruble. "Wo want teachers who will think 
of the individual child rather than the 
subject material." 


PERSONNEL directors arc well aware 


of the financial advantages involved In 
hiring inexperienced teachers. 


"It's only reasonable to hire a new 


teacher who meets all of the quali- 
fications; financially it's the best move 
to make," said Tom Rich, assistant su- 
perintendent of Dist. 23. 


Teacher hopefuls most likely to be 


called for Interviews are those with in- 


novative and complete applications, in- 
cluding a resume. 


"Prospective teachers must know that 


they are up against bad odds because It 
looks like they are putting more thought 
and time into their letters this year. 
Some are even including resumes and 
one applicant sent a plastic flipcard-type 
application," said Rich of Dist. 23. 


With the exception of Dist 54, prospec- 


tive teachers shouldn't get their hopes up 
when writing to a Northwest suburban 
school district. Not more than three doz- 
en new jobs will be opening areawide 
and the turnover rate isn't expected to 
be higher than 200 teachers.

Silence never golden to tower boss

The radio in Jerry Smith's office is 


tuned to WBBM-AM at least eight hours 
a day. But he doesn't really hear it — 
until It stops/ 
. . 


Silence Is what triggers Smith Into ac- 


tion. He is part of the intricate system 
that helps WBBM maintain its promise 
of 24 hours of news every day. Smith's 
job is to watch over the thousands of 
pieces of equipment that keep the pow- 
erful WBBM giant radio towers near Elk 
Grove Village sending out one of the 


strongest signals in the nation. 
' 


It's a lot easier to do that today than it 


was in 1951 when Smith first started to 
work at the tower site on 111. Rte. 53. 
"We're a lot more automatic now," 
Smith said. Once it took a crew of 10 
men to babysit'the long-stemmed an- 
tennas of the cornfields; now Smith is 
alone. 


Smith and his wife live on the 50-acre 


tower sito and he checks the towers each 
day. '"Basically, you take a look at them 
when you're outside," he explained. The 


larger tower stands 700 feet, the smaller 
250 feet. The giant tower is used most 
often except during a heavy storm. 


"DURING AN electrical storm, we 


switch over to the small towers and the 
giant one acts as a lightning rod," Smith 
' said. "It creates only a micro-second de- 
lay. It would take special equipment to 
measure it." 


The tower Is climbed twice a year to 


replace the lights required by the FCC to 
warn low-flying aircraft They're painted

Kerner, heard the verdict without a 


sign of emotion. He walked from the 
courtroom with head high and shoulders 
erect* 


LATER HE ISSUED a statement say-

public office have I taken any advantage, 
and I have always tried and I have al- 


ways made, my judgments In consid- 
eration of the people that I have served. 


"I have been In many battles in my 


life, where life itself is at stake," he 
said.

Attorneys for Kerner and Isaacs, who

Many seeking teaching jobs in area

If anyone thinks the Northwest subur- 


ban schools are on the verge of a teacher 
shortage, they should talk to the person- 
nel director of their local district — if 
they can find him underneath all the ap- 
plications. 


Most school districts In the area collect 


10 to 20 applications dally from teacher 
hopefuls, most of whom are recent col- 
lege graduates. While Prospect Heights 
School Dlst. 23 is at the low end of the 
scale, collecting about 8 applications per 
day, Schaumburg Township School Dist. 
54 attracts 40 to 50 applicants dally. 


Administrators expect the avalanche of 


applications to continue, despite pre- 
dictions of teacher shortages, or at least 
a subsiding of the teacher surplus, na- 
tionwide. 


"This Is a very desirable area In which 


to teach," said James Rlebock, person- 
nel director of Arlington Heights School 
Dist. 25. "Maybe the surplus of the past 
few years Is slacking off In less desirable 
areas, but not here by any means." 


Rlebock hasn't even sent notices of po- 


sition openings to universities this year. 
Ho says the 15 to 20 applications he sees • 
dally are "unsolicited." 


Even five or six years ago, when there 


was a teacher shortage, the Northwest 
suburbs didn't have to go begging for 
teachers. 


"WE ALWAYS had plenty of appli- 


cations," said Eunice Hutchlngs who has 
worked In Elk Grovo Township School 
Dlst. 59 personnel office for 11 years. 
"The teachers weren't always as quail- 
fled as they are now, but we had plenty 
to pick from." 


While several of the local districts used 


to send a representative to recruit on col- 
lege campuses, the practice is almost 
non-existent today.

and their credentials were so good that 
we don't need to recruit," said Richard 
Percy, superintendent of Mount Pros- 
pect School Dlst.

THOUGH THE district will only need 


about 10 new teachers to handle the 
opening of two new schools in the district 
in September, Stavrakas says he wants 
to bo ready to hire people as soon as 
they're needed. . 


"We're trying to build up a backlog of 


people who will be available if they're 
needed. We hope to be very selective 
when hiring now teachers and give the 
principals about five people to choose 
from for each position," said Stavrakas. 


Stavrakas' recruiting method Includes 


a new Interview technique that requires 
about two hours per applicant and that 
aids In determining how the applicant 
thinks, reacts and feels about teaching 
situations. 


Even though the application load Is 


similar to last year, several personnel di- 
rectors in the area are faced with a big- 
ger job of weeding out applicants be- 
cause of decreased pupil enrollment and 
less turnover of teachers. 


"We've stopped taking applications be- 


cause enrollment Is going down," said 
Percy of Dlst. 57. "Because of the contin- 
uing surplus of teachers, people arc less 
likely to quit and go looking for a new 
job." 


MOST SCHOOL districts want a bal- 


ance of new and experienced teachers In 
their district, and try to reflect that bal- 
ance In their hiring practices. 


"Wo have been hiring about half expe- 


rienced teachers and half teachers right 
out of college for the past few years," 
said Ronald Ruble, assistant superintend- 
ent In charge of personnel in Dist. 54. 


Unlike other districts In the area that 


have fairly stable enrollments, Dlst. 54 is 
growing 'by leaps and bounds. Ruble 
plans to hire 104 new teachers for next 
year to open two new schools as well as 
enrich the special services areas. Last 
year over 3,600 applications flooded the 
district. 


"We are a young district and need to 


build a staff of experience, but we are 
looking for both,young and older teach- 
ers who have an open mind and a will- 


' Ingncss to try out new Ideas," said 


Ruble. "Wo want teachers who will think 
of the Individual child rather than the 
subject material." 


PERSONNEL directors are well aware 


of the financial advantages involved in 
hiring Inexperienced teachers. 


"It's only reasonable to hire a new 


teacher who meets all of the quali- 
fications; financially It's the best move 
to make," said Tom Rich, assistant su- 
perintendent of Dist. 23. 


Teacher hopefuls most likely to be 


called for Interviews are those with In- 
novative and complete applications, in- 
cluding a resume. 


"Prospective teachers must know that 


they ore up against bad odds because it 
looks like they arc putting more thought 
and time Into their letters this year. 
Some arc even including resumes and 
one applicant sent a plastic fllpcard-type 
application," said Rich of Dist. 23. 


With the exception of Dist. 54, prospec- 


tive teachers shouldn't get their hopes up 
when writing to a Northwest suburban 
school district. Not more than three doz- 
en new jobs will be opening areawide 
and the turnover rate isn't expected to 
be higher than 200 teachers.

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9-member village 
board, caucus 
needed: Floros 


Expansion of the Mount Prospect vil- 


lage board to nine members and adop- 
tion of a caucus system for candidate se- 
lection would Improve village govern- 
ment, according to Leo Floros. 


Floros, candidate for a four-year vil- 


lage trustee spot, said the current sys- 
tems are not working. He made his pro- 
posals In o written statement yesterday. 


"A seven-member board may have' 


been adequate when we had 10,000 resi- 
dents and they alt lived within a mile of 
Village Hall, but now wo have nearly 
50.000 residents and the village bound- 
aries extend from the Tollway on the 
south to north of Camp McDonald 
Road," he said. 


Voters In Arlington Heights recently 


passed a proposition that increased the 
size of their village board from seven to 
nine. Mount Prospect currently has six 
trustees and a mayor on the village 
board. 


THE CENTRAL Idea behind Floras' 


proposals to expand the board and to 
create a village caucus Is to sec more 
representation on the village board. 


"A caucus would Include representa- 


tives from all areas, Including home- 
owner groups and all organizations 
throughout the village," ho said. "It 
would broaden the base of community In- 
volvement and It would seek out candi- 


dates from areas not now represented on 
the board." 


Again, Arlington Heights already utili- 


zes such a system. With a caucus, a non- 
partisan group of citizens seeks out can- 
didates. Qualified Individuals throughout 
a community are urged to run, Floros 
said. Floros is familiar with such a sys- 
tem, having served four years on the 
Dist. 57 school board. A caucus is used to 
select candidates In that district. 


FLOROS POINTED out that under a 


caucus system anyone can run for office, 
Including those persons not selected by 
the caucus. 


The last two village elections and the 


upcoming one, Floros said, Indicate the 
need for a caucus approach to candidate 
selection. 


"We will have one uncontcstcd race for 


a two-year term on the board and only 
four candidates running for three full 4- 
year terms In the April 17th election," 
Floros said. "Two years ago there were 
five candidates for three vacancies, but 
In 1069 an entire slate of trustee candi- 
dates was elected unopposed." 


Floros is the only independent trustee 


candidate. Incumbents Donald B. Furst, 
Bud Richardson and Patrick J. Link, all 
seeking four-year terms, are members of 
the Village Party, as is Richard Hendr- 
icks, the unopposed two-year candidate.

Many seeking teaching positions in NW suburbs 


by CINDY TEW 


If anyone thinks the Northwest subur- 


ban schools arc on the verge of a teacher 
shortage, they should talk to the person- 
nel director of their local district — If 
they can find him underneath nil the ap- 
plications. 


Most school districts In the area collect 


10 to 20 appllcatlcns dally from teacher 
hopefuls, most of whom are recent col- 
lege graduates. While Prospect Heights 
School Dist. 23 Is at the low end of the 
scale, collecting about B applications per 
day, Schaumburg Township School Dist. 
54 attracts 40 to 50 applicants dally. 


Administrators expect the avalanche of 


applications to continue, despite pre- 
dictions of teacher shortages, or at least 
a subsiding of the teacher surplus, na- 
tionwide. 


"This Is a very desirable area In which 


to teach," said James Rlcbock, person- 
nel director of Arlington Heights School 
Dist. 23. "Maybe the surplus of the past 
few years Is slacking off In less desirable 
areas, but not here by any means." 


Rlcbock hain't even sent notices of po- 


sition openings to universities this year. 
He says the IS to 20 applications he sees 
dally ore "unsolicited." 


Even five or six years ago, when there 


was a teacher shortage, tho Northwest 
suburbs didn't have to go begging for 
teachers. 


"WE ALWAYS had plenty of appli- 


cations," said Eunice Hutchlngs who has 
worked in Elk Grovo Township School 
Dist. 59 personnel office for 11- years. 
"The teachers weren't always as quali- 
fied as they arc now, but we had plenty 
to pick from." 


While several of the local districts used 


to send a representative to recruit on col- 
lege campuses, the practice Is almost 
non-existent today. 


"We've had so many people come in 


and their credentials wore so good that 
we don't need to recruit," said Richard 
Percy, superintendent of Mount Pros- 
pect School Dist. 57. His sentiments were 
echoed by most other school district ad- 
ministrators in the area. 


Though the teacher surplus seems to 


remain at about tho same level as last 
year, tho quality of teacher candidates is 
on the rise. 


"We've had a fantastic number of 


highly qualified people apply recently. 
I've never seen anything like it," said 
Steve Stavrakas, personnel director of 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove School Dist. 21. 
Unlike most other personnel directors In 
the area who have only Interviewed a 
handful of people for mid-year openings, 
Stavrakas has been Interviewing teach- 
ers at the rate of two to three per day. 


THOUGH THE district will only need 


about 10 new teachers to handle the 


opening of two new schools In the district 
in September, Stavrakas says he wants 
to be ready to hire people as soon as 
they're needed. 


"We're trying to build up a backlog of 


people who will be available If they're 
needed. We hope to be very selective 
when hiring new teachers and give the 
principals about five people to choose 
from for each position," said Stavrakas. 


Stavrakas' recruiting method Includes 


a new interview technique that requires 


about two hours per applicant and that 
aids in determining how the applicant 
thinks, reacts and feels about teaching 
situations. 


Even though the application load is 


similar to last year, several personnel di- 
rectors in tho area are faced with a big- 
ger job of weeding out applicants be- 
cause of decreased pupil enrollment and 
less turnover of teachers. 


"We've stopped taking applications be- 


cause enrollment is going down," said 


Percy of Dist. 57. "Because of the contin- 
uing surplus of teachers, people are less 
likely to quit and go looking for a new 
job." 


MOST SCHOOL districts want a bal- 


ance of new and experienced teachers in 
their district, and try to reflect that bal- 
ance in their hiring practices. 


"We have been hiring about half expe- 


rienced teachers and half teachers right 
out of college for the past few years,"

OK $95,000 Fairview School contract 


The contract for approximately $95,000 


to expand the multi-purpose room at 
Fairview School has been awarded to the 
firm of Aspen Enterprises Inc., Morton 
Grave, by School District 57. 


The contract Includes a base cost of 


$92,974 for expansion plus $2,800 for re- 
surfacing of the parking lot north of the 
school. It also provides a deduction of 
$1,250 for a modification in the emergen- 
cy lighting specifications in the multi- 
purpose room, for a total cost of $94,569. 


The base cost of the contract provides 


for expansion of the multi-purpose room 
north with the removal of the existing 


north wall, storage room, and an in- 
cinerator room. The expansion will in- 
clude a stage, with two small storage 
rooms on each side, and a gymnasium 
approximately 48 by 76 feet. 


Included in the pact is provision for 


raising of a sidewalk and a driveway in 
front of the administration building to 
guard against flooding. The building was 
flooded twice last summer. 


Dist. 57 accepted the bid by Aspen af- 


ter the unanimous recommendation of 
the board's facilities committee. Nine 
contractors submitted bids ranging from 


the low bid by Aspen to a high bid of 
about $160,000. 


School board has budgeted $150,000 In 


the current budget for new construction. 
According to J. C. Busenhart, assistant 
superintendent, money may also be set 
aside in next year's budget to cover the 
cost of the addition. 


According to Peter Olescn, facilities 


committee chairman, the 
committee 


plans to meet with the contractor soon to 
discuss the construction schedule for the 
addition. Olcsen has estimated the proj- 
ect should be completed on or before 
Sept 1,1973. 


Fight begins 
to save old 
school bell

Will the old Feehanville School bell be 


saved? 


Some say yes and some aren't so sure, 


primarily because a memorial mado 
with the bell would cost about $1,600, ac- 
cording to the latest estimate. 


The bell has gathered dust in a store- 


room of the River Trails Dist. 26 school 
since 1967, when the original one-room 
schoolhouse was torn down. The bell is 
now the primary remnant of the red 
brick building that served district 
youngsters since 1924. The single room 
served all of the district until expanded 
enrollment made an addition necessary 
in 1955. 


There has been disagreement about 


what to do with the bell for several 
years, but Arthur Adelburg reopened the 
issue when he was appointed principal 
last fail. He said he considered the bell 
as a high priority item in his budget be- 
cause of a previous promise that the 
memorial would be built 


"I sort of feel that when things are 


promised, you should not let those things 
slip," he said. He was referring to a 
promise made four years ago by former 
school Supt. \V. L. Harwood. 
, . 


WHEN ADELBURG'S list of construc- 


tion priorities was presented at a Dist. 26 
board meeting, however, Dr. Robert 
Kruckmeyer protested. "I couldn't ration- 
alize using funds needed for a far more 
important purpose for this," he said. 


Kruckmeyer suggested the PTA raise 


the funds for the monument, instead of 
using district funds, and Judy Starkey, 
president of the PTA, took the idea to 
her membership. They agreed, and the 
PTA contributed $500 toward the project. 


Efforts are now continuing to raise the 


rest of the money, and a committee is 
overseeing the work. The committee is 


• counting on stirring up enough interest 
because, as Mrs. Starkey says, "There is 
no place where there is a history of the • 
school. The history is going to be lost- 
pretty quickly If it isn't gathered togeth-: 
er pretty soon." 


MRS. STARKEY said there is a group 


of people who feel sentimental about the 
old bell and want it put up, but that num- 
ber is small. They hope to expand the 
interest, and have even enlisted the help 
of Kruckmeyer for the committee. 


So the bell and pelces of the orginal 


school cornerstone await the funds to be- 
come a monument. But as time passes, 
the cost Increases. The original estimate 
was $400, but that was raised to $800 last 
fall. Now $1,600 is the figure, according 
to Mrs. Starkey, primarily because no 
contractor wants to take the small job. 


No one wants to build the memorial, 


and few want to help pay for it. But a 
small group still feels 
sentimental 


enough to want to save the old bell as a 
remembrance of the original one room 
school and as a symbol of the many stu- 
dents who spent part of their childhood 
there.

Kerner guilty; verdict to be appealed 


U.S. Appeals Court Judge Otto Kerner 


has been found guilty of bribery, con- 
spiracy, malt fraud, perjury and Income 
tax evasion. He was the first sitting fed- 
eral appeals court judge ever convicted. 


A U.S. District Court jury found Ker- 


Mr, 64, and his codefendont, Theodore J. 
Isaacs, 62, guilty on all 19 counts of an 
indictment charging they conspired to 
buy racetrack stock at bargain prices in 
return for favorable racing dates and 
other favors to track owners. 


Kerner, heard the verdict without a 


sign of emotion. He walked from the 
courtroom with head high and shoulders 
erect 


LATER HE ISSUED a statement fay- 


ing that "at oo time that I have held 
public office have I taken any advantage, 
and I have always tried and I have al- 


ways mode my judgments In consid- 
eration of the people that 1 have served. 


"I have been In many battles in my 


life, where life itself Is at stake," he 
said. "This battle Is even more Impor- 
tant than We Itself because it involves 
my reputation and honor, which are 
dearer than life Itself, and I intend to 
continue this battle." 


Attorneys for Kerner and Isaacs, who 


was state revenue director and a key po- 
litical and financial adviser of the former 
governor, said they would appeal the 
verdict. 


U.S. Attorney James R. Thompson 


called Kerner's downfall "a tragedy" but 
said he would oppose any recommenda- 
tion for probation. Kerner has been on 


- leave from the bench since his in- 


dictment in 1971. 


U.S. District Court Judge Robert L. 


Taylor, who was brought from Knoxvllle, 
Tenn., to hear the case by order of Chief 
Justice Warren Burger, said he would 
hear motions and set a date for sentenc- 
ing at some future date, probably several 
weeks hence. 


THE JURY of seven women and five 


men returned the verdict after deliber- 
ating a total of 16 hours. They received 
the case Saturday after a seven-week 
trial. 


"Have you reached a verdict?" Taylor 


asked. "Yes, sir, we have," foreman Wil- 
liam Michaels replied. He passed two en- 
velopes to Clerk John Booras. 


"We the jury find Theodore J. Isaacs 


guilty as charged," Booras read the ver- 
dict from the first envelope. Then, "We 
the jury find Otto Kerner guilty as 
charged." 


Kerner's attorney, Paul Connolly, In- 


dicated In court he hoped a hearing on 
motions for a new trial would-be de- 
ferred until the end of March or April. 


If given the maximum punishment, 


Kerner would be sentenced to prison for 
83 years and fined $93,000. Isaacs faces a 
maximum penalty of 73 years' imprison- 
ment and $73,000 fine.

"For years we 
have been financially bankrupt and with 
the proposed development of yout tract 
of land, we will be unable to handle such 
a large Influx of pupils under our present 
number of Khool classrooms." 


Mel Lace, board president, estimated

of the subdivider as we can," Lace said. 
"We consider land and building dona- 
tions very nice."

said Ronald Ruble, assistant superintend- 
ent in charge of personnel In Dlst. 54. 


Unlike other districts In the area that 


have fairly stable enrollments, Dist. 54 is 
growing by leaps and bounds. Ruble 
plans to hire 104 new teachers for next 
year to open two new schools as well as 
enrich the special services areas. Last 
year over 3,600 applications flooded the 
district. 


"We are a young district and need to 


build a staff of experience, but we arc 
looking for both young and older teach- 
ers who have an open mind and a will- 
ingness to try out new ideas," said 
Ruble. "Wo want teachers who will think 
of the individual child rather than the 
subject material." 


PERSONNEL directors are well aware 


of the financial advantages involved In 
hiring inexperienced teachers. 


"It's only reasonable to hire a new 


teacher who meets all of the quali- 
fications; financially it's the best move 
to make," said Tcm Rich, assistant su- 
perintendent of Dist. 23. 


Teacher hopefuls most likely to be 


called for Interviews are those with In- 
novative and complete applications, In- 
cluding a resume. 


"Prospective teachers must know that 


they arc up against bad odds because it 
looks like they are putting more thought 
and time into their letters this year. 
Some arc even including resumes and 
one applicant sent a plastic fllpcard-type 
application," said Rich of Dist. 23. 


With the exception of Dist. 54, prospec- 


tive teachers shouldn't get their hopes up 
when writing to a Northwest suburban 
school district. Not more than three doz- 
en new jobs will be opening arcawide 
and the turnover rate isn't expected to 
be higher than 200 teachers.

Many seek teaching positions in area

If anyone thinks the Northwest subur- 


ban schools arc on the vergo of a teacher 
shortage, they should talk to the person- 
nel director of their local district — If 
they can find him underneath all the ap- 
plications. 


Most school districts In the area collect 


10 to 20 applications dally from teacher 
hopefuls, most of whom arc recent col- 
lege graduates. While Prospect Heights 
School Dlst. 23 is at the low end of the 
scale, collecting about 8 applications per 
day, Schaumburg Township School Dist. 
54 attracts 40 to 50 applicants dally. 


Administrators expect the avalanche of 


applications to continue, despite pre- 
dictions of teacher shortages, or at least 
a subsiding of the teacher surplus, na- 
tionwide. 


"This is a very desirable area In which 


to teach," said James Rlebock, person- 
nel director of Arlington Heights School 
Dist. 25. "Maybe the surplus of the past 
few years Is slacking off in less desirable 
areas, but not here by any means." 


Ricbock hasn't even sent notices of po- 


sition openings to universities this year. 
He says the 15 to 20 applications he sees 
daily arc "unsolicited." 


Even five or six years ago, when there 


was a teacher shortage, the Northwest 


suburbs didn't have to go begging for 
teachers. 


"WE ALWAYS had plenty of appli- 


cations," said Eunice Hutchlngs who has 
worked In Elk Grove, Township School 
Dist. 59 personnel office for 11 years. 
"The teachers weren't always as quali- 
fied as they are now, but we had plenty 
to pick from." 


While several of the local districts used 


to send a representative to recruit on col- 
lege campuses, the practice Is almost 
non-existent today. 


"We've had so many people come In 


and their credentials were so good that 
we don't need to recruit," said Richard 


Percy, superintendent of Mount Pros- 
pect School Dist. 57. His sentiments were 
echoed by most other school district ad- 
ministrators In the area. 


Though the teacher surplus seems to 


remain at about the same level as last 
year, the quality of teacher candidates is 
on the rise. 


"We've had a fantastic number of 


highly qualified people apply recently. 
I've never seen anything like It," said 
Steve Stavrakas, personnel director of 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove School Dlst. 21. 
Unlike most other personnel directors in 
the area who have only Interviewed a

Kerner guilty; verdict to be appealed 


U.S. Appeals Court Judge Otto Kerner 


has been found guilty of bribery, con- 
spiracy, mall fraud, perjury and Income 
tax evasion. He was the first sitting fed- 
eral appeals court judge ever convicted. 


A U.S. District Court jury found Ker- 


ner, 64, and his codefendant, Theodore J. 
Isaacs, 82, guilty on all IS counts of an 
indictment charging they conspired to 
buy racetrack stock at bargain prices in 
return for favorable racing dates and 
other favor* to track owners. 


Kerner, heard the verdict without a 


sign of emotion. He walked from the 
courtroom with head high and shoulders 
erect. 


LATER HE ISSUED a statement lay- 


Ing that "at no time that I have held 
public office have I taken any advantage, 
and I have always tried and 1 have al- 


ways made my judgments In consid- 
eration of the people that I have served. 


"I have been in many battles hi my 


life, where life Itself Is at stake," he 
said. "This battle Is even more impor- 
tant than life Itself because It Involves 
my reputation and honor, which ore 
dearer than life Itself, and I Intend to 
continue this battle." 


Attorneys for Kerner and Isaacs, who 


was state revenue director and a key po- 
litical and financial adviser of the former 
governor, said they would appeal the 
verdict, 


US. Attorney James R. Thompson 


called Keraer's downfall "a tragedy" but 
said he would oppose any recommenda- 
tion for probation. Kerner has been on 
leave from the bench since his in- 
dictment In 1971. 


US. District Court Judge Robert L. 


Taylor, who was brought from Knoxville, 
Term., to hear the case by order of Chief 
Justice Warren Burger, said he would 
hear motions and set a date for sentenc- 
ing at some future date, probably several 
weeks hence. 


THE JURY of seven women and five 


men returned the verdict after deliber- 
ating a total of 16 hours. They received 
the case Saturday after a seven-week 
trial. 


"Hove you reached a verdict?" Taylor 


asked. "Yes, sir, we have," foreman Wil- 
liam Michaels replied. He passed two en- 
velopes to Clerk John Booras. 


"We the Jury find Theodore J. Isaacs 


guilty as charged," Booras read the ver- 
dict from the-first envelope. Then, "We 
the jury find Otto Kerner guilty as 
charged." 


Kcrner's attorney, Paul Connolly, in- 


dicated In court he hoped a hearing on 
motions for a new trial would be de- 
ferred until the end of March or April. 


If given the maximum punishment, 


Kerner would be sentenced to prison for 
83 years and fined $93,000. Isaacs faces a 
maximum penalty of 73 years' imprison- 
ment and $73,000 fine.

Richard Ogllvle both 
have recognized the importance of build- 
Ing the flood retention project as soon as 
possible. He said $750,000 of the work 
originally scheduled for the 1974-75 fiscal 
year was added In the 1973-74 budget 
request of $3.15 million to accelerate the 
project. 


The Ned Brown flood control project 


was one of 10 out of 21 proposed projects 
of the Illinois Division of Waterways that 
escaped the cutbacks after the depart- 
ment was Informed it would receive only 
half the amount of money It requested, 
Gulllou said. 


Work on two other area creek projects 


was postponed for at least a year be- 
cause of lack of state funds. This Includ- 
ed plans to widen portions of McDonald 
Creek in Mount Prospect and the Wheel- 
ing Drainage Ditch near Wheeling. 


THE McDONALD Improvement Proj- 


ect was designed to alleviate flooding In 
Mount Prospect and Prospect Heights, 
and the Wheeling drainage project was 
to Include channel improvements along 
the ditch from Wolf Road to the Des 
Plaincs River southeast of Wheeling. 


Gulllou said the Illinois Bureau of the 


Budget has approved $4.9 million of the 
Division of Waterways nearly $9 million 
budget request. For this reason the de- 
partment had to choose priorities, and 
the Upper Salt Creek project was consid- 
ered crucial, he said. 


The entire Upper Salt Creek Watershed 


program Is a $265 million project to 
build a series of flood controls and 
recreation area along Salt Creek. 


As one of his last official actions before 


leaving office last month, Ogllvic signed 
a $170,000 emergency appropriations bill 
to finance design work on the 600-acrc 
retention basin. Last week, engineers for 
Consocr Townscnd & Associates began 
taking soil samples as one of the Initial 
steps in planning the flood control struc- 
tures for the basin.

Congressman a traveling salesman?

In some respects, Donald Totten sees 


his new job as similar to that of a trav- 
eling salesman. 


Republican Totten, of 193 Woodlawn, 


Hoffman Estates, has finished his first 
month in office ns a state legislator, rep- 
resenting the Third District in the Illinois 
House of Representatives. 


Totten and the peddler both spend a lot 


of time away from home, drive hours 
each week, cat a lot of restaurant meals 
and spend some lonesome nights in motel 
rooms. The motel-restaurant life docs not 
appeal to Totten, but he finds them a 


sight better than apartment renting, the 
route chosen by most female legislators, 
he said. Totten has not had time for 
cooking and cleaning since he was sworn 
into office in January. 


Legislative days are long ones, said 


Totten. They start with committee meet- 
Ings In the mornings, move onto the 
house floor In the afternoons, and end 
with other meetings or extended floor 
sessions long after the nine to five work- 
er has settled before the television set at 
night. 


IN COMMITTEE, Totten has found 


much to keep him busy. He was named to 
committees on appropriations, trans- 
portation and elections. The first two 
have been particularly active since the 
legislative session started, conducting 
hearings on controversial proposals to 
subsidize the Chicago Transit Authority. 
But elections is no free ride cither. Of 
the approximately 340 bills Introduced to 
the legislature already, 40 have been re- 
ferred to the elections committee, Totten 
said. 


Totten is happy with his committee as- 


signments. Approplntlons was his "No 
choice," he said, and transportation is a 
subject with which he Is already familiar. 
He formerly was assistant regional di- 
rector for the state department of trans- 
portation, resigning that post when he 
was elected. 


"Tim reason I wanted to get on appro- 


priations is it's the one committee where 
you learn most about government," Tot- 
ten said. 


Because the CTA bills would require 


some state funding, they are pending be- 
fore both the appropriations and trans- 
portation committees. Totten is hearing 
much the same testimony In the two 
committees. But it has not convinced 
him to favor state assistance In either 
location. 


"I will not support a subsidy out of 


general revenue or motor fuel taxes," 
Totten said Friday. Neither does he fa- 
vor another suggestion, to fund the CTA 
with federal monies passed on to the 
state. 


TOTTEN feels there will be an emer- 


gency appropriation bill approved In this 
legislative session, but he still objects to 
state funding of transit districts. Monies 
to subsidize the districts should be pro- 
vided by local property taxes, with indi- 
vidual localities having the option of join- 
ing or not joining. He feels this would in- 
sure local control. 


While Totten was familiar with the 


workings of government before taking of- 
fice, he has been impressed with the ne- 
cessity of knowing all the rules, both 
written and understood, of the state leg- 
islature. 


To be effective, a legislator must know 


the fine points, or bills he sponsors will 
become bogged down In parliamentary 
procedure, he said, noting "we spend 
more time discussing points of order" 
than on debating merits of proposals. 


Totten expects at least six months will 


pass before he actually is grounded in 
procedure. 


The local legislator is preparing two 


bills for introduction, which ho said he 


may co-sponsor with other legislators or 
may put forth on his own. One would pro- 
vide for contracting for fire protection 
service in unincorporated areas, while 
the other would set certification stan- 
dards for building inspectors. The second 
may not be introduced, he said, because 
he is investigating the possibilities of a 
private program to handle the certifica- 
tion. 


ON THE Equal Rights Amendment, 


which is expected to be proposed again 
for ratification by the state legislature, 
Totten has a decided view. While he 
thinks it will pass, he still is opposed to 
It, for the same reasons he cited as a 
candidate, he said. When he was running 
for office he felt rights were not a matter 
for legislation. 


Springfield duties occupy Totten's time 


Tuesday and Wednesday each week, and 
he expects the schedule to continue at 
least until Easter. Thursdays he is occu- 
pied with other legislative activities in 
his local office, now at 11 E. Schaumburg 
Rd. but soon to be relocated in the Chur- 
chill Square Shopping Center, at 839 W. 
Higgins Rd. That is also to be the new 
headquarters for the Republican Organ-

handful of people for mid-year openings, 
Slavrakas has been Interviewing teach- 
ers at the rate of two to three per day. 


THOUGH THE district will only need 


about 10 new teachers to handle the 
opening of two new schools In the district 
in September, Stavrakas says he wants 
to be ready to hire people as soon as 
they're needed. 


"We're trying to build up a backlog of 


people who will be available if they're 
needed. We hope to be very selective 
when hiring new teachers and give the 
principals about five people to choose 
from for each position," said Stavrakas. 


Stavrakas' recruiting method Includes 


a new interview technique that requires 
about two hours per applicant and that 
aids in determining how the applicant 
thinks, reacts and feels about teaching 
situations. 


Even though the application load is 


similar to lost year, several personnel di- 
rectors In the area arc faced with a big- 
ger job of weeding out applicants be- 
cause of decreased pupil enrollment and 
less turnover of teachers. 


"We've stopped taking applications be- 


cause enrollment Is going down," said 
Percy of Dlst 57. "Because of the contin- 
uing surplus of teachers, people are less 
likely to quit and go looking for a new 
Job." 


MOST SCHOOL districts want a bal- 


ance of new and experienced teachers la 


their district, and try to reflect that bal- 
ance In their hiring practices. 


"We hove been hiring about half expe- 


rienced teachers and half teachers right 
out of college for the past few years," 
said Ronald Ruble, assistant superintend- 
ent in charge of personnel in Dist 54. 


Unlike other districts In the area that 


have fairly stable enrollments, Dist. 54 is 
growing by leaps and bounds. Ruble 
plans to hire 104 now teachers for next 
year to open two new schools as well as 
enrich the special services areas. Last 
year over 3,600 applications flooded the 
district. 


"Wo are a young district and need to 


build a staff of experience, but we arc 
looking for both young and older teach- 
ers who have an open mind and a will- 
ingness to try out new ideas," said 
Ruble. "We want teachers who will think 
of the Individual child rather than the 
subject material." 


PERSONNEL directors arc well aware 


of the financial Advantages involved in 
hiring inexperienced teachers. 


"It's only reasonable to hire a new 


teacher who meets all of the quali- 
fications; financially It's the best move 
to make," said Tom Rich, assistant su- 
perintendent of Dlst. 23.

called for Interviews are those with In- 
novative and complete applications, In- 
cluding a resume. 
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
